formerly superintendent of schools in 
Lee county comes up from Kansas to as­ 
sist in conducting a teachers' school here 
in Dixon. 
He is here now. 
That simple 
business transaction lias caused the Am- 
b y Journal great trouhle. 
The editor is 
mud. and on the subject the Journal has 
an editorial over u column in length; and 
as a matter of curiosity to show to what a 
frenzy the editor of the Journal can work 
himself up over a matter of no very great 
importance, we give one short extract. 
The editor say s: 
‘ It hardly 
seems possible that Mr. 
Howe would lend himself to 
so dastardly 
a scheme, for during his incumbency of 
the office of superintendent he showed 
himself able and gave no reason to suppose 
that he was in any way lacking in ordi 
nary common sense. 
Certainly it would 
seem that he would at once recognize the 
fact.that he is not likely to increase his 
| popularity in L-e County by coining up 
from Wachita, Kansas, where he is sup­ 
posed to have a busiaes* of his own to 
attend to, upon an errand which can only 
have as its object, an attempt to create 
discord,” etc. 
There now, y ou have a small sample of 
the manner in which tho Journal takes 
on. 
A n d what crime has Mr. Howe com 
mittcd to so offend the Amboy Journal? 
Why he has actually , with “ malice pre­ 
pense,” as the lawy ers would say , come 
all the way from Kansas to Dixon for the 
purpose of teaching in a teachers’ insti­ 
tute' This the editor considers “ das­ 
tardly .” Now will the editor of the Jour 
uai explaiu why he considers it “dastard­ 
ly ’’ business to teach teachers in Dixon 
while the same occupation at Amboy is 
surrounded with some sort of a glory . At 
Amboy , if the Journal can be relied upon, 
a school teacher teaching teachers is sur 
rounded wiih a sort of halo while at Dix 
on the same person in the same business 
would be considered by the Journal a 
cowardly sneak. 
Ceitainly there must be 
some cause for such a vast difference in 
the same business at towns separated by 
only twelve miles. 
We can account for 
the fact, speaking of Amboy haloes, on 
the ground that the editorial halo don’t 
fit. 
Mr. Howe is now a citizen of K an­ 
sas, and comes to our county on invita­ 
tion; and now we submit, to the editor of 
the Journal: Is it fair, gentlemanly treat­ 
ment to give him such a reception? True 
it is we editors have no further “ use for 
him,” and we may not loose very much 
by thus abusing Mr. Howe; but is it fair 
and honorable and just? At all events, 
how much better would it appear to the 
readiug public if editors would give some 
slight reason for calling a gentleman a 
“dastard.” When such men as Mr. Howe, 
who stands high in Lee county , are 
so 
abused the people will be liable to ask 
for the reasons. 
If tbe newspaper can 
advance no better explanation than that 
which appears in this case; that tbe man 
abused^is simply teaching teachers, then 
the abuse must rellect more to the dis 
credit of the newspaper that gives way to 
personal spite than it will against the 
gentleman abused. 
The editor speaks 
of the coming of Mr. Howe “ to create 
discord in the public school” and much 
more of such nonsense that is too silly 
for reply . 
He comes on just as legiti­ 
mate business as was ever transacted and 
why his coming should be objected to by 
any mortal man we are at a loss to divine. 
We understand very well that the Jour­ 
nal fears that his popularity among the 
teachers of the county will draw hqre a 
few teachers that might otherw is^;|^y 
some boarding house-keeper in Amboy a 
few dollars in money .

is the terrible discord to be created.

The y acht’s 
dimensions are: Length over all, 107 feet; on 
waterline, 86 feet; ex treme beam, 23.2 feet; 
ex treme draught, 10 feet.

destined to become a republic. 
“An­ 
other nail in the coffin of the monarchy , ” 
he sententiously remarked when the en­ 
gagement of the Princess Louise to tlio 
Marquis of Lorn* was announced to him. 
The prince h far from lieing the- careless 
pleasure seeker that ho is too often rep­ 
resented. 
lie is a thoughtful observer 
and student of events, and comprehends 
as well as any body else the tendencies of 
the times. 
If be makes the l**st of the 
present, it is evident that he Is anx iously 
making friends for the future, and seek­ 
ing to stand well with all parties and al] 
classes in ease of emergencies.

A Work W hich Requires Much l*» ttence 
and Perseverance« -» 1The Instrum ents. 
Professor E. E. Barnard, the astrono­ 
mer of the Vanderbilt U niversity, wan 
asked the other day how 
com ets are 
found. 
*'Beside? a know ledg e of a stronom y 
and a telescope,” w a s his reply, “ the 
comet seeker m ust ha ve a large stock of 
patience and perseverance. ’ ’ 
“ But will you not tell m e how you 
do it? ” 
Then, pleasantly, as Mr. Barnard al­ 
ways does things, he showed his instru­ 
ments of observation, the while talking of 
his work in a most entertaining way.
